At no time it is said, has 
the state department allowed the belief 
that the foreign minlsers at I'elniig 
Were alive to iriterl'cre in the slifelit- 
eet degree with the prosecution of its 
military plans for reaching Peking. 

On the contrary, the news that the 
ministers were alive was accepted by 
the state department not as conveying 
absolute verity, but as an additional 
reason for hastening the relief column 
forward to Pek!n?;. It was the dep.irt- 
ment's contonti.-n that even though a 
degree of Improbability surrounded the 
Chinese news as to tbe state of affairs 
In Peking, yet every consideration of 
humanity and policy demanded that it 
should be given careful consideration 
and that it should be acted upon as if 
true, provided that action went toward 
the relief of the foreign ministers, and 
did not operate to prevent tlie con 
summation of any of the objects laid 
down In Secretary Hay's identical 
note. 

The department Is absolutely satis 
fled that Its attitude was perfectly cor 
rect, and that even European critics 
Will, in time, admit that fact. 
> Seoretairy Hay's decision to decline 
the latest Chlnem proposition was 
ba*erl upoo his determination to ad 
here strictly to the conditions laid 
down in the reply to^the Chineie en- 
psror's appeal. 

The state department required that 
the ministers at Peking be put In com 
munlcation with their governments, 
and the most slgniflcant condttioo of 
all, that the Ohineee authorities co 
operate with the relief expedition for 
the liberation of the legations. Until 
these two things are done, the state 
department abaolutdy refuses to be 
led into any arrangement looking to 
the mitigation of the punishment of 
the Chinese 'government, such as the 
abandonment of. tbe expedition to Pe- 
king. 

Traced to Lt Hung Ohnnv. 

It is not known at present Just how 

thifi last propottltion reached the statu 

department It Is inferred at the time 
that It MUM Arom aefernl MttNee, but 

all are believed to be traceable to Li 
Hung Chang. Mr. Ooodnow, our con- 
sul general it Shanghai, is the nearest 
United States official to Li and luw ac- 
auitted himself so well up to this point 
that tbe state department does not hesi- 
tate to make free use of him as a di- 
plomatic a^ent. 

Therefore it may be Interesting for 
tk* foreign oontingent at Shanghai. 
WAD have complained against Mr. 
Ooodnow's course with Li Hung 
Chang, to know that the consul gener- 
al is acting in strict accordance with 
Che tastmetlons of^e state depart- 
ment. 

Secretary Hay ha.s cabled him to put 
himself In coinnuiiiicatlon wii.i Earl 
Li and to avail as far aa possible to 
titat C&hieee offletare influence ip se 
curing the objects plainly stated in the 
identical note. 

It does not follow that tbe United 
State* is bound to accept wtthou*: 
question any statement made by lA. 



Mr. Ooodnow is a shred man and the 
department of state feels itself able 
using him as an intermediary, to give 
proper weight to anything coming 
from the great viceroy. 

In so dtHng the department is carry- 
ing out its policy of making all proper 
use of any instrumentalities within Its 
reach to achieve Its well defined ob- 
jects and it is not to be deterred from 
60 doing by any criticism that It Is 
thereby distiiiliinK the solidity of the 
powers In their dealings with the Chi 
nese government. 

A special cabinet meeting was. htid 
In Secretary Hay'a olBce at 11 a. m. 
The pecretary of state, fresh from his 
personal intercourse with the presi- 
dent, was In position to advise his col- 
leagues of the administration's pur- 
pose, and the whole Chineee sltuaUou 
was dlaciiesed. Beeidm Secretary Hay, 
there was present Secretary Qage, 
Fistmaster Oaneral Smith and Secre 
tary Root 

When the cabinet conference ad- 
journed, it was stated th;it no furtiier 
delinite plana concerning the action of 
this government had been prepared. 
The .meeting was a general inter- 
change of opinions and views. 

The government has received infor- 
mation, presumably from Admiral 
Remey, that the number of allied 
troops at Tien Tsin Is 28,000. Tha 
advance of troops from Tien TsIn will 
de;)en(l upon the arrival and mobiliza- 
tion of troops of other nations now on 
the way to Taku. He said It would be 
impossible for the United States force, 
as small as it Im, to go alone. It Is 
further stated that all the United 
States troops that could possibly be 
■pared had been ordered to China. 

Legtitloiiers Leave Peking. 
London, July 27.— The reports from 
Shanghai reiterate the allegation thai 

the surviving iiieinhevs of the diplo- 
ni;itic corps have already left I'ekiug 
on their way to Tien fsin and add 
that tbe foreigners are .being escorted 
by troops of Jung Lu, commander-in 
chief ot the Chine-e force. This move 
is stated to l)e tlie oiiteame of veiy 
Btoriay interviews between Li Huug 
Chang and the foreign consuls and to

Peking. Advices received fraiii tlit 
same sources state that half tbe for 
signers in Peking have been killed or 
wounded, or have died as the re.~uU o;' 
the privations they had undergone 
Sliniiltaneoii.^ly comes a cable disp.itch 
to the ifllly Mall from Shanghai an 
nouncing that a letter has been re 
celved from Sir Claude MacDouald, the 
British minister to China, under date 
of Peking, July 6, saying the legation 
were under constant fire and that 
three were still standing, but that tbe 
foreigners were receiving no as^^ist 
nnce from_ the authorities. Owing to 
the cowardice of the Chine.-e, Sir 
Claude wrote, it was hoped tbe leg i 
tloners would be able to bold out for ; 
fortnight, but if they were pres-ed 
their resistance could not last for more 
than four days at the utmost 

"Peklnu AIlvc." 
Boston, July 27. — The America-i 
board of commissioners for the foreign 
missions received a cablegram from 
Rev. Henry B. Porter, a mlfislonary of 
the board, dated ("hefoo, .Inly 2'i. con 
taining the words "i'eking alive.' 
Rev. Mr. Porter, who was stationed at 
Pang Chuang, province of Shan Tung, 
North China, escaped to Cbefoo after 
the Boxer uprLsing. The cablegram 
contained only the two words "Peking 
alive," no Intimation being given as 
to the evidence on which the con vie 
tion which apparently prevailed ai 
ChefOo was baaed.
